Since the annual is about McGill, a permanent record 
of a college year, it should be of great interest to all attending the Uni- 
versity. This is the aim of the '46 edition with the hope that it can be 
obtained through the enlargement of the Campus Life Section.

Toronto Professor 
Captured by ELAS 

Toronto, Nov. 5— (CUP)— "The 
whole thing has been greatly ex- 
aggerated," said Dr. H. A. Thomp- 
son, associate professor of classical 
archaeology at Toronto, concerning 
his capture by Greek ELAS forces 
in Athens last ITecember while he 
was serving as head of Royal Naval 
Intelligence in the Adriatic. 

Dr. Thompson was picked up by 
the ELAS as he made his way 
across Athens to visit some friends, 
he was questioned and it was sug- 
gested that he be shot at once, 
however this idea was dropped due 
to lack o( support. The fact that he 
was a Canadian was greatly instru- 
mental In deciding his fate and 
after three days he was returned 
to his own lines.

Nisei Supported 
By U. of Toronto 

West'Coast Petition 
Demands Deportation 
of Canadian Japanese 

Toronto, Nov. 5 — (CUP) — The 
Student's Administrative Council 
of Toronto University yesterday 
voted support to four out of five 
resolutions concerning the Jap- 
anese-Canadian question. 

The council wired the Acting 
Prime Minister demanding dele- 
tion of the clause in the National 
Emergencies Powers Act which 
empowers the government, to re- 
voke citizenship and arrange dc- 
portatlon^ of citizens. 

The meeting also authorized a 
letter informing executives of other 
universities that it had taken this 
action; voted to recognize the stu- 
dent committee on Japanese-Can- 
adians; and finally deferred; pend- 
ing more evidence of widespread 
support, the Japanese-Canadian 
Committee's request that the coun- 
cil "Formally protest to the govern- 
ment about their present, deporta- 
tion scheme for 10,300 Japanese- 
Canadians." 

On the West Coast however, a 
petition demanding that all people 
of Japanese descent be deported to 
Japan Is being circulated through 
Vancouver and other coast cities 
by the 'Japanese RepatrlaUon 
. League with endorsement . of the 
mayors of many of the coastal 
conununitles. 

The league has communicated 
with about 1,000 municipalities 
•across Canada urging that their 
p a r 1 1 am e n t ary representatives 
speak In support.vof^^the petition 
while white fishermen '/i on the 
Fraser River threaten vlRllante ac- 
tion if the government returns the 
Nisei to the coast.

MacMaster Holds 
Fall Convocation 



Education Discussed 
By Prof. J. Brebner 
Of Columbia University 

' Hamilton, Nov. S— (CUP)— Gen- 
eral education and research were 
discussed last Friday evening at 
the Autumn Convocation of Mac- 
Master University by Prof. John B. 
Brebner, M.A., B. Lltt., Ph.D., 
F.RJI.S., director of studies In Can- 
adian History at Columbia Univtr- 
sity. 

He stressed that specialized 
knowledge must précède research, 
and training , in research must be 
encouraged in colleges. The public 
should therefore support universi- 
ties which are the only institutions 
where such training is available. 

He stated that Canada's record in 
general education has been poor, 
In specialized education has been 
good, and la the upper levels of 
research has been undistinguished. 
Since Canadians have hitherto 
focussed their ambitions on such 
shortsighted utilitarianism, their 
culture has been a feeble deriva- 
tion from Great Britahi and the 
United States. 

Prof. Brebner said that he be- 
lieved Canada was qulta capable of 
plannihg her own inttilectual 
course. •

Eminent Philosopher 
Answers Question: 
What Is Civilization?

"Civilization Is orderly, freedom 
provoking cultural life," said Dr. 
Will Durant, eminent American 
philosopher and historian, speaking 
last night to a, capacity audience 
at the People's Forum on the sub- 
ject "What Is Civilization." 

Dr. Durant 'outlined six pointa 
which he said were' essential in 
any major successful civilization. 
A rising birth rate, which is in- 
dicative of a rising civiltitatlon; 
economic order, or luffici'ent reim- 
bursement for effort each to his 
ability and need; moral order, as 
shown by discipline ot character, 
development of social Instlncta, and 
control of sexual relationships; the 
proper use ot science in improv- 
ing man; the control of the gov- 
ernment and judicial syatemi by 
the people; and free trade In that 
every nation may purchase from 
the country where the, product is 
produced most cheaply.

Japonese-Canodian Problem 

(This issue of Canadian Campus has been prepared at the request of 
The Ubyssey, University of British Columbia, where U»e Japanese-Cana- 
dian problem is of immediate importance.— Ed. note.) / 

The following reporta reveal that a great many Canadian studenta 
are Ignorant of the present Jtapanese-Canadlan question, and that this 
Ignorance does not apply solely to those on eastern campi. 
Dalhousle University 

Halifax, N.S., Nov. 1— CUP's questionnaire drew an aUnost blank at 
Dalhousle. With but one exception, comment was generally: " "I don't 
know— I've never seen a Jap." 

A large percentage of those quizzed expressed keen distrust of the 
Japanese, but felt nevertheless that tolerance should be exercised. Many 
doubted tho advisability of deporting 'the thousands of Japanese already 
estabUshed in British Columbta, on the grounds that auch action would 
be undemocratic . , 

One person— a former B.C. resident— felt that Canada should rid 
iUelf of the Japs as completely, and ,qulcWy^M;:l>08slble. But most Nova 
Scotlans, sniffing the salt Atlantic alr.Veemed'to have no ophilon what- 
ever, said It didn't matter, and wondered what all the fuss was about 
Mount Allison University 

Sackville, N3h'Nov. 1— The Japanese-Canadian problem has pro- 
voked extensive comment on this campus. The following are a sample 
of the opinion which have been y&leed. . 

"Studenta should do as much as ponible to voice their disapproval 
to both provincial and federal govertimenta In respect to their action in 
the repatriation of Japanese-Canadians." 

"I think all Canddlan-bom Japanese who wish to return to Japan 
should be repatriated and all non-Canadlan-bom Japanese should be de- 
ported regardless of their wishes." 

"It's more than Just an issue between a group ot Japanese-Canadians 
and the government. There Is a question of racial discrimination, and if 
the Canadian people let present government plans for settlement go 
through. It will be a black mark In the eyes of the rest of the world." 

"We haven't handled the question with a true Christian attitude; 
Canadians should not have closed areas to Canadian-Japanese. They 
should be on a par with average Canadian citizens." 
Sir George Williams College 

Montreal, Que.î Nov.. 1— Student opinion here is almost wholly oPr 
posed to the expulsion of the Japanese-Canadians. The geiierâr convic- 
tion seems to be that such a move would be undemocratic. "Anil-Japanese 
actions are reminiscent of Nazi methods" and "Such actions are unfair 
both democratically and religiously," are the representative comment. 
"True Christians reject persecution of any people for racial and religious 
reasons," was one opinion. 

Except for one dissentlng'volce whleh commented, "Throw those sons 
of heaven Into the sea," It Is generally felt that the present. racial policy 
Is antl-Canadinn.

New Year Influx 
Of Vets Is Seen 

Dr. Hatcher Advises 
Refresher Courses 
For Ex-Servicemen 

Several hundred ex-'servlcemen 
are expected to enter the Faculty 
of Arts and Science to begin their 
BA., B.Sc, and B.Com. courses the 
first week in January, in addition 
to some 200 veterans who will enter 
engineering, it was disclosed by 
Dr. W. H. Hatcher. 

Dr. Hatcher said that ex-servico 
personnel entering the Faculty of 
Arts and Science, first year only, 
would continue their studies until 
the middle of August, with a short 
break in May, in , order to sart 
second year studies next October. 
This applies also to those entering 
first year engineering, who wlU 
study at Dawson College, St. Johns 
No decision has been made yet as 
to where those entering the Faculty 
of Arta and Science will be accomo 
modated, it was stated by Sr. 
James. 

All servicemen who have been 
away from their studies for two 
years or more are urged by Dr 
Hatcher to go through a. period of 
"brushing up" before starting a full 
course. Dr. J. J. O'Neill, dean ot 
the Faculty of Englnebg, further 
pointed out that thé veterans ans 
'being encouraged to enter imme- 
diately a year lower than thé one 
they expect to enter, to be re- 
accustomed to studying when com- 
mencing their regular course. 

The experience with hundreds of 
veterans to date, said Dr. Hatcher,, 
shows that any veteran' who comes 
back and plunges Into a full year's 
work, above the level he left off, 
is taking a chance of losing the 
beneflta of university rehabilitation 
training. If the veteran student 
falls in a certain number of sub- 
Jecta in any one year, hé is dis- 
qualified by the Department of 
Veterans' Attain, and is not per- 
mitted to continue bis toaining. Mc- 
GiU authorities do not wish to see 
any veteran fail his course through 
tack of a little '■brushing up" be- 
fore beginning hta main studies. 
~ The Faculty ot Engineering has 
the largest enrolment In its hta- 
tory. Dean O'Neill stated, with 839 
studenta, 330 of whom are veterans 
of both sexes. The additional 200 
will bring the total beyond the 1,000 
mark. ^

Prejudices Scored 

Alislair Stewart, M.P., 
Accuses Universities 
Of Race Disciriinination 



Toronto, Nov. 8.— (C.U.P.)— In an 
addi;ess to a C.C.F. gathering in 
Toronto tast Saturday evening, 
Alistair Stewart, C.C.F. member in 
the House of Commons for Winni- 
peg North, accused McGill and the 
University of Toronto of racialism. 

Mr. Stewart told 'The Varsity', 
the University of Toronto's Under- 
graduate newspaper, "the remarks 
which I made about the racial dis- 
crimination which exists at the 
U. of T. were incidental to my 
speech, but^ true. ■ I made the 
charge that 'wretahed racialism' ex- 
ista, not only at your university but 
also at McGlll." 

Last September 13, In a' speech 
delivered liefore the House of Com- 
mons, Mr. Stewart referred to an 
Investigation into charges of racial 
discrimination in the Faculty ot 
Medicine at the University of Mani- 
toba. He said, "Lest the members 
of this hou£e think that this shame 
resta only upon Manitoba, I would 
say something to members who 
come from Montreal and Toronto, 
because In these two institutions of 
learning, McGill University and 
the University of Toronto, they 
will find that this discrimination 
exista against people ot race, which 
ta a scindai in a democratic 'coun- 
try."

the Editor and similar, cbiitribuUons, which The 
Daily is bound to print, have been piling up in 
The Daily office, and there is little hope that we 
will catch up with the steady supply even dur- 
ing the next week. 

We are entirely in favour of institutions that 
give students an opportunity to express their 
' personal views in print. But wo feel tliat there 
are certain groups on the campus who, for a long 
time, have made it their practice to send long 
letters to The Daily on as many subjeota as pos; 
Bible. Wo feel, that owing to the limited space 
available for such material, readers are thus' 
often presented witli an entirely one-çidcd point 
of view, since we have often fqund it extremely 
difficult to print two opposing groups of letters 
on one day. We are not trying to discourage stii- 
dents frona continuing their contributions, but 
thftti we reoogniEe the keen interest of the groups 
on the campus and ask them to limit their in? 
dividual contributions to about 300 words. 

In this way everybody will have a fair chance 
to have their arguments heard, and a lot of hard 
feelings will be avoided, If contributions continue 
to be as lengthy as they h&vo been recently, we 
will be obliged to mnke ueo of the constitutional 
prerogative of the editor, which empowers him to 
edit all student contributions in order to t^void 
."unnecessary irrelevant material." We arc how- 
ever very much opposed to such ^n action, and 
woiild therefore ask tlte studenta' co-operation.

First of all, I thbik it is only fair 
to separate R's letter Into two parts, 
although In his enthusiosm to smear 
he has interwoven what appears to 
be a legitimate grievance with a 
bitter attack against one ot the 
most active and respected' clubs on 
the campus.. 

His complaint that the Political 
Science Club received no write up 
in The Dally may or may not bo 
justified. What little experience 1 
have with The Dally in the past 
five years at the University leads 
me to believe that there Is abso- 
lutely no justltlcation for his com- 
plaint. .The Daily has not reached 
the stage' where it has so many 
reporters on Its staff that it can 
personally cover every meeting or 
event that occurs on the Campus.

Ford workers it was because "tear 
gas has as yet not been used to 
smash the picket lines there. The 
government sent police to protect 
Ford property. Of ccfurse it never 
occurred to them that tho ten 
thousand Canadians haven't any 
property to protect in the sense 
that Ford has, but they have one 
property which they will defend 
with their might and main because 
it means their very existence and 
that is the value ot thehr labour 
power. 

The'maJorlV of workers aire not 
University graduates and hence 
their thinking processes are quite 
simple. They aik themselves the 
quesUon "What la the purpose of 
production?" and being simple peo 
pie they arrive at only one simple 
answer— the only real purpose is 
production for people, to mako lifo 
more secure, happier and worth- 
while for alll "What Is the purpose 
ot increased production?" Again 
they answer that the only real pur- 
pose is to allow everybody to get 
more' ot the good things of life in a 
shorter time and thus, have more 
lime to enjoy them. Workers do not 
have to be mathematicians to real- 
ize that it the productivity ot la- 
bour continually increases while 
wages are maintained constant at 
low values then the result will be 
packed warehouses of goods that 
cannot be sold. And they know 
what that means. It means layoffs, 
competition among five workers 
for one* available Job, general forc- 
ing down of wages with resulting 
further lowering of purchasing 
power, further curtailment of pro- 
duction and finally depression.

It Is people that build 
and it is for people that things 
should be built It becomes a mat- 
ter of basic democracy that they 
be given a voice in determining the 
conditions of their employment In 
the light of ever advancing science 
we can arrange our economic life 
to benefit everybody and banish 
forever the paradox of poverty 
amidst plenty. 

It is in this light that we must 
view the strike In Windsor. We 
must realize that the strikers are 
average Canadian citizens who are 
struggling for decent living condi- 
tions and for economic democracy 
and they are enabled to carry on 
this struggle because hundreds of 
thousands of other Canadians are 
backing them financially and mor- 
ally. Those who cast slanders on 
trade unions and the hundreds of 
thousands of workers organized in 
them have no faith In the people 
of Canada and hence In democracy. 

The Bank of Canada stands 'wit- 
ness to thé fact that net profit of 
big business during the war is al- 
most three and a half times as 
great as in the period preceding 
the war. To Ford sitting on his 
mountain of profit the Issue Is 
more super-profits; to the workers 
the Issue Is down to earth necessity 
to achieve and maintain decent liv- 
ing standards as befits human be- 
ings, standards not viewed in re- 
lation to backward exploited col- 
onial countries but In 'relation to 
our industrial potential. 

On Tuesday, November 6, at 8 
p.m., the combined trade union ac- 
tion committee Is' holding a pub- 
lic meeting on the Ford strike in 
the Assistance Publique Hall, 4<)0 
Lagauchcterrc St If any blood is 
shed in Windsor as a result of gov- 
ernment police attempts to smash 
the Ford. picket line then this ac- 
tion _ will be^on the heads of our 
government and all of us for stand- 
ing by/. .In :the spirit of all those 
democratic students the world over 
who took the lead In the struggle 
for democracy, let McGiU students 
lead the way In Canada by attend- 
ing thlÀmeeting. Hie time Is cru- 
cial and the outcome will affect all 
of us. Student action is respected 
and we can do much to alleviate 
this dangerous situation. '
